Trade in its main arteries keeps creeping along 
in a comparatively congested gro ve, and new econ 
tracts, particularly of a heavy character, are im 
posetble to undetake owing to dearth of, and un- 
certainty in, delivery of materials, manufactured 
and otherwise, [L is simply extraordinary, after 
thirty months of a mammoth world’s war, to see our 
banks’ coffers so full and resourceful, and with 
enterprise in financial and commercial com- 
munities as keen as ever, as is evidenced by spon- 
taneous response to the new War Loan. In grain 
markets Government control practically neutralises 
preJominant interests, Wheat is firm, and tends 
stiffer. Flour firm, Maize tends easicr; home- 
gtown gráin not so well supported in value. Cattle 
advanced another 1/- to 2/. per cwt. Sheep still un. 
altered. Pigs dearer. making 96/- to 100/. per éwt. 
Bacon and hams tend upward. Butter markets con. 
tinue to ease, and, with the advent of heavy 
Colonial arrivals, prices are again down 2/- per 
cw. Cheese trade moving in a much dearer zone. 
Kees tend lower. Peultry very dear. Potato prices 
have been ofiicially fixed. No other feature.
